Male  wild  turkeys  may  be  taken  with  a  shotgun  not 
larger  than  a  ten  gauge,  long  bow  and  arrow,  rifle  or 
handgun.  Exception— shotguns  or  long  bow  and 
arrow  only  in  Chouteau  and  Ravalli  counties  and 
H.D.’s121,122and170. 

Baiting  is  prohibited.

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1984  SPRING  WILD  TURKEY  GOBBLER  SEASON 


SEASON:  April  21  through  May  13.  1984 

SHOOTING  HOURS:  One-half  hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after  sunset. 

AREAS  OPEN  TO  HOLDERS  OF  VALID  SPECIAL  WILD  TURKEY  LICENSE 

Fergus  County:  Fergus  County  in  its  entirety,  EXCEPT  that  portion  of  the  county  ••beginning  at  the  PN 
Missouri  River  bridge,  thence  southerly  along  State  Route  236  to  approximately  3  miles  north  of  Hilger, 
thence  northwesterly  along  the  county  road  to  Box  Elder  Creek,  thence  westerly  along  the  county  road  to 
Plum  Creek,  thence  southerly  along  Plum  Creek  County  Road  to  State  Route  235,  thence  westerly  along 
said  highway  to  Arrow  Creek,  thence  down  Arrow  Creek  to  the  Missouri  River,  thence  down  the  Missouri 
River  to  the  PN  bridge,  the  point  of  beginning”  is  closed  to  the  hunting  of  turkey. 

Carter  and  Powder  River  Counties:  Carter  and  Powder  River  counties  in  their  entirety. 

Big  Horn  and  Rosebud  Counties:  Those  portions  of  Big  Horn  and  Rosebud  counties  lying  south  of 
Highway  212  and  east  of  the  Northern  Cheyenne  Indian  and  Crow  Indian  Reservation  boundaries. 

Hunting  District  700  (North  Garfield):  Those  portions  of  Garfield  and  McCone  counties  lying  within  the 
following  described  boundary:  Beginning  at  the  Musselshell  River  bridge  near  Mosby  on  State  Route  200, 
then  north  down  the  Musselshell  River  to  the  Missouri  River,  then  east  and  north  down  the  Missouri  River 
to  the  Fort  Peck  Powerhouse,  then  south  along  the  east  shore  of  the  Fort  Peck  Reservoir  to  Big  Dry  Creek, 
then  south  up  Big  Dry  Creek  to  Little  Dry  Creek,  then  up  Little  Dry  Creek  to  State  Route  200,  then  west 
along  State  Route  200  to  the  Musselshell  River  bridge,  the  point  of  beginning. 

AREAS  OPEN  TO  HOLDERS  OF  VALID  SPECIAL  WILD  TURKEY  LICENSE  AND  SPECIAL  TURKEY 
GOBBLER  PERMIT: 

Chouteau  County:  The  Missouri,  Teton  and  Marias  River  drainages  lying  within  Chouteau  County  shall  be 
open  to  the  hunting  of  male  wild  Merriam’s  turkey  by  valid  turkey  tag  holders  and  1984  special  turkey 
gobbler  permit  holders  only. 

A  total  of  40  special  turkey  gobbler  permits  will  be  issued  for  this  area.  Applicants  must  submit  in  writing 
their  name,  address,  and  $2  drawing  fee  to  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks,  Rural  Route  4041, 
Great  Falls,  Montana  59405.  Applications  must  be  postmarked  by  March  30,  1984  to  be  eligible  for  the 
drawing.  Successful  applicants  will  be  notified  by  mail  and  will  be  required  to  purchase  a  valid  turkey  tag 

before  hunting. 

Deer/Eik  Hunting  Districts  121*,  122*  and  170*:  In  their  entirety.  (See  84/ 85  Big  Game  Legal  Descriptions) 

A  total  of  20  special  turkey  gobbler  permits  will  be  issued  for  Hunting  District  121. 

A  total  of  20  special  turkey  gobbler  permits  will  be  issued  for  Hunting  District  122. 

A  total  of  35  special  turkey  gobbler  permits  will  be  issued  for  Hunting  District  170. 

Applicants  must  submit  in  writing  their  name,  address  and  $2  drawing  fee  to  the  Department  of  Fish, 

Wildlife  and  Parks,  Box  67,  Kalispell,  Montana  59901.  Applications  must  be  postmarked  by  March  30, 
1984  to  be  eligible  for  the  drawing.  Successful  applicants  will  be  notified  by  mail  and  will  be  required  to 
purchase  a  valid  turkey  tag  before  hunting. 

Ravalli  County:  Ravalli  County  in  its  entirety. 

A  total  of  25  special  turkey  gobbler  permits  will  be  issued  for  Ravalli  County.  Applicants  must  submit  in 
writing  their  name,  address  and  $2  drawing  fee  to  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks,  3201 
Spurgin  Road,  Missoula,  Montana  59801.  Applications  must  be  postmarked  by  March  30,  1984  to  be 
eligible  for  the  drawing.  Successful  applicants  will  be  notified  by  mail  and  will  be  required  to  purchase  a 
valid  turkey  tag  before  hunting. 

Turkey  gobbler  permittees  must  secure  permission  from  landowners  before  hunting  on  private  property. 

The  special  turkey  gobbler  permit  serves  only  as  authorization  for  the  holder  to  hunt  this  area  during  the 
time  specified.  It  is  not  a  hunting  license  or  tag.  Persons  applying  for  a  special  turkey  gobbler  permit  must 
submiLno  more  than  one  (1)  application. 

LICENSE:  SPECIAL  WILD  TURKEY  TAG— $3:  Applicants  for  wild  turkey  tags  must  be  in  possession  of  a 
$35  Resident  Sportsman’s  License,  or  a  $4  Resident  Bird  License  and  $2  Conservation  License,  or  $30 
Nonresident  Bird  License  and  $2  Conservation  License,  or  a  $300  Nonresident  Big  Game  Combination 
License.  Montana  residents  62  and  older  and  resident  youths  from  12  through  14  must  be  in  possession 
of  the  $2  Conservation  License.  Persons  under  12  years  of  age  may  not  hunt  game  birds.  A  special  turkey 
license  may  be  obtained  from  the  Helena  office  or  any  regional  office  of  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife 
and  Parks,  or  any  license  agent. 
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
